She had been rescued from the very

She 
makes her home in Highgrove, but was 
Visiting in Colton yesterday. In the 
afternoon she started for home, riding 
her wheel. While on South th 
street, she saw a Chinaman in his veg- 
Stable wagon, coming behind her. The 
latter was beating his horses and they 
were going at a lively pace. Miss 
Ward took care to ride on the right 
hand side of the road and attempted 
to turn the corner before he should 
Overtake her. As the wagon drew 
nearer, she saw that the horses were 
coming directiy toward her. 
turned farther to the right, and, fright- 
ened, almost into the sidewalk. 

In another moment the horses were 
Upon the young woman.

from her wheel, and when the 
animais came to a standstill she lay 
almost unconscious under their feet, 
and close to the heavy wheels. 

She was brought to her brother's 
home and the number of the vegetable 
wagon was taken.

| Was still warm, indicating that death 
occurred about S o'clock. It was rest- 
ins under a walnut tree in an orchard 
near the corner of East Side and 
Fourth streets, and from the position 
of the gun and body it is not improb- 
able that the unfortunate man leaned 
against the tree, and the rifle was dis- 
charged with the butt resting on the 
ground and the muzzle almost touch- 
ing the head.
